If you suspect your tooth prepara- 


tion of being acid you can buy a few 
cents worth of litmus paper 
from 


your druggist, and by dipping a very 
small piece of this into your mixture 
a reddish tinge will appear on the 
paper if there is any acid present. 
If acid forbid the use of the prepara- 
tion. 
If a tooth powder is used it 


should be well shaken up with water 
before making the acid test. 


Plain chalk with a soft brush or 


rag will do well to cleanse the teeth 
of children both night and morning. 
The mouth should be well rinsed with 
water after each meal, and just be- 
fore retiring it is well for both adult 
and child to rinse the mouth with a 
strong solution of baking soda

ALIEN DRAFTING PROPOSED 


Senate 
Passes 
Joint 
Resolution. 


Would Affect 1,000,000 Persons. 


Drafting of all aliens in the United 


States except Germans, others exempt 
by treaty, and those of countries al- 
lied with Germany, who have lived m ' 
this country one year, is proposed m 
a joint resolution passed by the sen- 
ate t d sent to the bouse. It is esti- 
mated that more than 1,000,000 aliens 
would be affected. 


Under the resolution by Senator G. 


B. Chamberlain, Democrat, of Oregon, 
chairman of the senate military affairs 
committee, subjects of the allies or' 
neutral claiming treaty exemption, 
would be allowed to leave the coun- 
try within ninety days. 


In equalities of the operation of the 


draft law because of exemption of 
large proportions 01 aliens in many 
di&tricts were cited by Senator Cham- 
berlain to show the need for his reso- 
lution 


Amendments adopted would permit 


the use of aliens of Germany in this 
country for other than military pur 
poses, would provide that, in future 
drafts, credit shall be given for the 
excessive proportion ' In the recent 
draft due to exemptions.
